Fulfilling promise made in Saturday's edition 
I paid a visit to the Vancouver Birth Control Clinic, 
later in the day. It proved interesting to me and 
I hope will to many others. Unless I make a poor 
guess, the Vancouver Clinic will be followed by 
stnilar clinics in other large centres of population 
across Canada. Advice has already been sought 
with a view of opening a clinic in Edmonton. A 
one-day-a-week clinic had previously been opened 
at Winnipeg. 

* * & 

There's no hole-in-the-corner spirit or apolo- 
getic attitude about the Vancouver Birth Control 
Clinic and its promoters. The Clinic is situated 
on the 16th floor of the Marine Building, the high- 
est and handsomest building in the city. It has a 
listing in the telephone directory and advertises 
its services in the daily papers. The only reluc- 
tance I met in my quest for knowledge, was that 
the two educated and sympathetic women who 
conduct the Clinic, did not wish their names men- 
tioned. 

This request was not from any reluctance to hav- 
ing their association with the Clinic made known, 
but from a feeling that the work is more impor- 
tant than any personality, and that it is better to 
deal with the work of the Clinic without any per- 
sonal obtrusion. 

The two women—I had written “ladies” but 
“women” seems so much better a title—feel thet 
they have a vocation for the work analagous to 
what in the religious realm is known as “a call”. 
One is a registered nurse with hospital and home 
experience; the other an experienced social werk- 
er and writer on social economies. Neither lacks 
moral courage.

The waiting room was vacant when I called, to 
arrange an appointment. I just had time to note 
the tasteful arrangement of the room, when the 
door of an inner, the consulting room, opened and 
the pleasant-faced little nurse invited me in. Be- 
fore Td got my bearings she was deftly interview- 
ing me. I had to explain that I was not a seeker 
after knowledge in a professional sense, but was 
acting on behalf of my cash customers ih Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. We laughed over the misunder- 
standing and settled down to talk business 

“I suppose you heve few men visit the Clinic 
on a professional quest?” 1 hazarded. 

“On the contrary,” she replied, “half our call- 
ers are rnen. Birth control interests men as much 
as it does women these days. Some of the men 
come as advance agents for their wives, and some 
come on their own initiative.” 

“How did you come to start this work and how | 
long has it been going on?” 

“We've had the Clinic opened since March 15 of 
My friend and I had seen many traged- 
ies of poverty and ill-health, made more desperate 
by the hard times of the past two years We felt 
ought to be done to help people, espec- 
whose poverty prevented them from 
obtaining knowledge available to those in better 
circumstances. We talked it over with some liberal- 
minded medical men who gave us encouragement 
before we ventured to make the start.” . 

“Did you get general encouragement from the 
medical men, or did you meet with opposition?” 

“I can't say we had open opposition,” she 
answered, “but I felt that many of the medical 
men were lukewarm about it. I suppose they were 
concerned lest there should be any cause for crit- 
icism in the conduct of the Clinic.” / 

“And does that feeling still exist?” 

“Not now. So many of the doctors who were | 
lukewarm about the Clinic when it was mooted 
are now quite friendly. The case that left two or 
three minutes before you called had been sent here 
by a doctor—by one of those who at first had 
been dubious. I think that the conduct of the 
Clinic removed all fears and has demonstrated its 
usefulness.”

We have 
no difficulty in filling in ‘For Medical reasons’ on

“Here is another. In this case the husband is 
out of work. They have four children. The woman 
has to go out to work to keep the home together. 
Both parents are healthy. Under normal circum- 
stances both would probably desire children. Un- 
der present conditions another would be a tragedy. 
We have newly married people and even couples 
contemplating marriage who seek advice on econ- 
omic grounds.”

There are three principal types of crossed eyes. 
The most frequently ncountered is the convergent 
squint; that is, one eye turns toward the nose 
while the other remains in the normal position. 
Differing from this is the divergent squint, where 
one eye turns out while the other remains straight. 
The third type is the alternating squint, differing 
from the other two in that the deviation may al- 
ternate from one eye to the other. 

Although there are many causes of crossed eyes, 
the most prevalent are uncorrected far-sightedness 
and astigmatism. A far-sighted eye requires extra 
nerve strain to focus properly and an astigmatic 
eye, being unequal in curvature, puts an unequal 
stress on the muscles and nerves controlling the 
focusing apparatus. Another possible cause is un- 
equal vision; that is,.one eye may have such poor 
vision that it cannot co-ordinate in the normal 
act of seeing with the good eye. Other possible 
causes are nervous diseases, epilepsy, paralysis of 
one or more of the eye muscles, injury to the head 
and spine, and brain disorders. 

Fortunately, most cases are not pathological in 
character and are amendable to corrective treat- 
ment either by glasses, eye exercises, or both. Oper- 
ations on the eye muscles are often resorted to in 
order to improve the appearance, but the results 
from the visual standpoint are not as satisfactory. 


in the correction of crossed eyes the important 
part is that the two eyes be taught to work to- 
gether. The Optometrist is especially valuable be- 
cause he stresses the action of fusion, or single vis- 
ion. Where one eye has borne the burden of doing 
most of the accurate seeing, it is important that the 
eyes be taught to co-operate for the perception of 
depth or stereoscopical vision. This highly develop- 
ed visual function cannot be appreciated by a one- 
eyed individual; hence it adds greatly to the effi- 
ciency of a person if he has his function developed 
to its highest degree. Many people who have crcss- 
ed eyes, or even defective eyesight, have a poorly 
developed sense of perspective and cannot accur- 
ately judge distances 

The treatment of crossed eyes, while interest- 
ing, is, nevertheless, very complex in all phases. 
As there is no set procedure for handling a given 
case, the resourcefulness of the Optometrist, as 
well as the co-operation of the patient, is of the 
utmost importance for successful results. Even 
though it may require some “time, non-surgica! 
usually brings about the most permanent improve- 
ment. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. D. asks: “Why does a child's 
breath, seemingly sweet at bedtime, becomes 50 
changed after being asleep several hours?” 

ANSWER: It will be observed that most people 
do not have a bad breath just after enting, due to 
the more pleasant food odors left in the mouth and 
throat. This would be true early in the evening 
with a child's breath which becoms worse in thee 
morning if the child is constipateed and toxic.
